ALLEGED MAIL FRAUDS. 


A Three Years Ran. 

Mail frauds whicm were. de- 
scribed as having been systemati- 
cally carried op for years were 
the subject of the charge 
ix a remscded case before 
Mr. R. EL Liadsell ot the Mazis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon, when B 
Chinese clerk employed by Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., Mar- 
agera of the Indo-China Navigation 
Co., was charged on 8 onmber of 
counts of forgery and false pre- 
tences. 

Mr. A. H. Crew, who represent- 
ed bbe complainans company, said 
that cf these inatances of forgery 
and embezzlement there were Gity- 
seven, extendin~ over & period of 
three years; and .o go fully into the 
details of each case, the Court would 
be kept sitting for slong stretch. 
He proposed to take some of the 
principal cases, which would 
Ulustrate the cature of the frauds. 
The case was @ serious one from 
tne Company's viewpoint and be 
would ask bis Worship to deal with 
the defendant sa severely a8 
possible. The defendant was & 
mail dispatcbmaa. Part of his 
duties consiete of advising bis 
employers of the arrivals of mail 
steamers in the port and of super- 
intending the removal of mails 
from the piers to the Post Ofice. 
1On delivery of the mails into bis 
custody by the sbip’s cfiicer 
be was required to bite cooles 
acd take them to the Pest 
Office, where, after the bags had 
veen checked by the postal authori 
ties, a receipt was obtained from 
them and was eventusiiy presented 
by the defendant to his employers, 
wha paid him for the coet of 
coolie hire at the rate of Gve cents 
for every bag of mail taken from 
Blake Pier and 10 centa for every 
bag landed: at Jardine’s Wharf, 
which, his Worship might know, 
was some distance away. The for- 
gery aud receipt of maney by false 
pretences consisted in altering and 
adding to the figures and words on 
the receipt issued by the Postal 
men. These slterations were 
proved by the carbon copies re- 
tained by the Postal Department. 
The fraud came te be dircaver- 
ed by accideot, ig consequence 
of certain communicstions Messrs. 
Jardine Matheson had with their 
Manila agents (Mecsts. Bell end 
Compsay), who happened to ask 
how many bags of mail were sent 
by a certain boat. - When the 
figures were checked with those 
retained op carbon copies by the 
Postel” -officisls,-~ certsin~ di 
crepancies were instantly discover.

T address you today in the 
hope that washall agree in our 
general principals. This canfer- 
ence was called long enough ago 
for all of us to have made up our 


minds before its meeting as to 
what we would do here. 


bas as yet bean vers little action. 
Wo havo disappointed the people, 
for thay expected from us.actions 
and not empty wards in the form 
of resolutions, Words they havo 
bad enough. The miserable his- 
tory of the ten years of the 
Republic has been filled ‘with 
empty resolutions. The people 
did not want us to overload the 
telegraph wires with resolutions. 
Thay thought that we wold try 
tofind some salutioa forthe prob- 
lems vexing our peaple and that 
we woald put the solution in 
some concrete farm which would 
resoli in action and ip the esta- 
blishment of a goverrment in 
China. 
I say resnit in: the establish- 
ment of a government, for there 
ia no govarnment in China. 
Theoretically thera are two gov- 
ernments, ooe ruling tha city of 
Peking and the other the city of 
Canton. Bot actnally thera 
is mo government, since every 
official does a3 he pleases 
and every militarist takes 
what he pleases of the public 
tevenpe. A country cannot exist 
without some gavernment. There 
must be a machina tokeep things 
in order. That roachine with as 
is rusted and broken down and 
the entire people suffer. Our 
task is then, not to attempt to 
patch here and there, but to erect 
anew machine for the state. 


THE MERCHANTS CAN DO IT. 

Even before the Revolution 
men were advocating methods 
But 
these men were generally either 
politicians or rvilitarists and the 
people were suspicious that thes 
sought to gain control of the 
government -in their own in- 
terests. “E cannot say that this 
wag the aim of averytody, but it 
was so with moss of the early re- 
formers, whose work has thus far 
only resulted in nations] bank- 
ruptcy. But no one can suspect 
na of such intentions because we 
are neither  militarists nor 
politicians. We ara simple 


{business man with affairs of our 


own, who desire only to save our 
country in this emergency. Al- 
though we are cot experts io 
governmental affai's and mus! 
leave administration to sp2cialists 
yet we know the coaditions of 
our country and we krow her 
needs and we cao bring to her 
ourexperience and knowledge. 
The militartats and officials can- 
not be trusted. The studants! 
should be st their books prepar- 
ins themselves forfuture labours. 
The workmes have neither the 
experience cor leisure to serve 
the state. Only the merchants, 
educationalists, industrialists 
snd bankers can bave leisure and 
experience and can command the 
respect of the people. Therefore 
upon our shoulders must rest the 
burden of constructive action at 
tbis moment. If we cast aside 
our responsibility who can take 
our place ? 

ONE CONVENTION AT A TIME. 

Therefore I recommend that 
before we leava this Conference 
we take some concrete action for 
the sake of the country. Many 
plans bave been suggested recent- 
ly but they all core down to one, 


Lnamely that a National Affairs 


Convention be called to determine 
the future of the country. Such 
aconvention has been proposed 
by militarists, politicians and by 
If every 
group holds its own convention 
there will be several and none 
will be representative of the 
entire people nor will its words 
bear weight. Ifwaare to accom- 


.|plish anything we must unite. We 


must all attend one convention. I 
shall not say that one convention 
is better than another, but I do 
maintain that there must be only 
one. Two conventions in China 
will produce the same impression 
upon the Chinese people as two 
delegations at Washiogton will 
produce upon the foreign nations.

Hupeh. .Nobui and Kiangsu. How far Hunan is a willing 
partuer te such an act,.is open to doubt. ; 
Yesterday there were great doings at Canton when 
General Chan King-ming returned to the City after'his 
successful campaiyn against: Kwangsi. The day was 
declared a puble holiday aud the hero of the hour was 
given a vrand reception. It ts noteworthy that General 
Chan is averse tothe northern expedition betpg carried 
out just vet. Perhaps it is that he sees the danger of 
the Cantonese troops beiny defeated, in which case it 
would be a comparatively. easy matter for the oorthern 
‘militarists to overrun the two provinces in which Sun 
Fatesen has so securely established himself. Chan seems 
_to favour the procedure of Canton being content for a. 
while, busily engaged on evolving a really effective and 
beneficent vovernment-for the ferritory under its jurisdic- 
tion. Wecannot help thinking that President Sun has 
been just a little too precipitate in trxing to wrest the 
power from the northern militarisis through the process of 
open warfare. Desirable thongh a change may be. we 
think it would have been better‘to consolidate nearer home 
and let the example of good government work the ecbanye 
rather than attempt to force it. The time did seem pro- 
pitious a little while back. Both Hunan .and Sze 
chuen were warring against the Central Government and 
there was excuse for the belief that if a-joining of bands 
could have been effected the chances af success were bright. 
Bat conditions change quickly and to-day we find Pres- 
ident Sun enguved in organising an expedition which his 
best General and many others deem te be inupporture. 
There is muck ty be done in Kwangtung and in 
Kwangsi. As we pointed out the other day the condition 
of the two provinces is far from being all taat is desirable.
